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TUDOR KEYBOARD MUSIC: WILLIAM BYRD AND ORLANDO GIBBONS 
Several times the past these articles have referred the key- 
board music the Tudor Composers William Byrd and Orlando 
Gibbons.* Few musicians have had the opportunity becoming 
well acquainted with this music the original accurate modern 
transcriptions, and even the more far-ranging pianist apt have 
been more baffled than delighted preliminary contest with the 
keyboard music this period. Experts differ widely their opinions 
how this music should performed, and this difference 
represented the variety methods used transcribing for 
present day use. 

English keyboard music this period was written for the organ 
and the virginals. The harpsichord, which was already existence 
the European continent, seems have affected very little the 
character the English music. Indeed the opinion Margaret 
Glyn, widely informed student, that the character the English 
music more accurately reproduced piano than harpsichord. 
Unfortunately her many otherwise excellent editions she has 
carried this theory far omit the signs for the ornaments 
the belief that the music better played without them the modern 
instrument. This practice eliminating ornamenis, which was 
formerly also applied Bach, breaks down whenever the ornamental 
indications are properly used. And now reasonable suppose 
that, without use ornaments, the music can neither performed 
properly nor heard satisfactorily. Nonetheless, the belief that the 
ornaments can dispensed with still commonly held and sup- 
ported such other authorities Van den Borren and Hilda 
Andrews.

When Aston’s Hornpype was written the beginnings distinct 
style keyboard music already existed Spain. Antonio Cabezon, 
blind organist the court Philip set down number 
pieces designed for study, the first music specifically composed for 
keyboard, well variations (glozas), fugues, and fantasies in- 
tended for more advanced performance. the time the wedding 
Philip with Mary England, now believed, Cabezon 
came England Philip’s suite and while there met and influenced 
the young English Composer William Byrd. Soon after this 
Byrd began producing the most highly developed music yet have 
been written for any keyboard instrument. The years Byrd’s 
life comprise the best part Tudor music and mark the highest 
pitch musical excellence that has been atiained any time 
England. This was the first great period keyboard music, and 
with the rather special exception Chambonniéres and the Couperins 
the richest period keyboard composition until the time 
Bach. 

The structural method the Spanish music consisted either 
simple variations upon single theme or, the more extended 
forms, episodic fantasies having little interior relationship. 
The quality the music reflects the dignity and emotional fervor 
the aristocratic Spanish court and more than little the 
passionate folk character preserved for today cante jondo 
and many the sonatas Domenico Scarlatti and Padre Antonio 
Soler.

Charles Eames has designed 
and produced the most important group furniture ever developed 
this country. His achievement compound aesthetic brilliance and 
technical inventiveness. has not only produced the finest chairs 
modern design, but through borrowing, improvising, and inventing tech- 
has for the first time exploited the possibilities 
duction methods for the manufacture furniture. With one stroke 
has underlined the design decadence and the technical obsolescence 
Grand Rapids. 

When you stop and try analyze how approached the problem, 
sounds very easy and obvious. Whatever good modern furniture have 
had this country has always been expensive. Eames wanted produce 
good set designs and “take them out the carriage de- 
signing them that they could manufactured economically quantity 
and sold cheaply. This meant that must able use the best ways 
doing things that the 20th Century could offer. Naturally wanted 
his furniture comfortable and useful possible, because never 
forgot that was making his designs for use. This very direct approach 
made comparatively simple. never worried much (as many designers 
do) about the public wants,” “what the public will accept,” be- 
cause had profound belief the public, and the conviction that 
they didn’t want accept the furniture which was designing 
for their use, the fault lay his designs, not the public. knew very 
well the absurdity trying design assumed public taste. 
important realize that the furniture expression this direct ap- 
proach; each piece composed much the personal ingredients 
Charles Eames wood and metal. you examine this furniture you 
will find sincerity, honesty, conviction, affection, imagination, and humor. 
You will not grasp how this furniture came into being what really 
means unless you understand this also about Charles Eames. 

The collection includes wide variety pieces, using wood and metal 
basic materials. There are many types chairs both for indoors and 
outdoors, for dining and for conversation, for reading relaxing. 
There also complete system unit cases which, with the tables 
various heights and sizes, fills out the complete set furniture needed 
for living rooms, dining rooms, studies, and forth. the whole group, 
the chairs are without question the most revolutionary designs. 

Two the most striking features these 
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chairs design sense are their articulation and their sculp- 
tural quality. With the exception the Windsor chair and 
few classic pieces modern furniture, hard think 
any pieces which there such clear indication the 
nature and function each part. The success with which 
lightness and elegance have been combined with strength 
enhances this articulation. The marvellously clean details 
the connections have made possible for chair frames 
clearly expressed distinct elements which seats and backs 
are neatly and simply attached. this revealed structure, 
Eames has added sensitive seat and back forms which give 
each chair the quality brilliant piece abstract sculpture. 
some, the thin metal members are linear elements 
composition which the seat and back become subtle forms 
whose shapes and relationship change constantly and delight- 
fully one walks around the chair. This effect intensified 
the use broad range wood textures, colors, and 
metal finishes, which also provide great variation mood 
the pieces. Modern furniture has never before had such 
range woods well finished. One extremely sculptural 
piece has seat and back wood impregnated with dull jet 
black, and thin black metal frame making elegant line 
through the composition. The mood ranges from the austere 
and somber through the broadly comfortable the gay and 
even humorous. Some chairs have seats and backs covered 
leather calf hide. Others have bright red, yellow, blue 
parts which introduce new cheery note into modern furni- 
ture. There unmistakable quality humor the tilt- 
back chair, completely new type which emerged from Eames’ 
experiments. This design grew out lunch hour activity 
the workshop. During the processes trying out new leg 
arrangements, and more joke than serious idea, chair 
was assembled with the four legs rearranged that one leg 
extended the rear and another the front, with only three 
touching the ground any time. This made possible sit 
down normal upright position, then tilt back and 
supported the rear leg, instead leaning against the wall 
teetering unsteadily space, worse. This model sat 
the workshop along with other chairs under development and 
when the lunch hour came around, the carpenters and shop 
workers all made dive for this tilt-back chair sit in. Such 
spontaneous appreciation was impressive, and the chair was 
given further study. has now become one the most 
interesting and important features the group.

Since the first showing this furniture the public the 
Museum Modern Art New York last March, there have 
been many wide-eyed articles written about it. The structural 
innovations and technical solutions these designs are 
startling that seemed times that they were receiving more 
than their share attention. not possible overstate 
their importance, and shall discuss them all detail later on. 


will useful first review the circumstances which led 
Eames into making furniture. 

Eames basically architect. His first excursion into furni- 
ture design was with Eero Saarinen when they jointly entered 
the Organic Design Competition conducted the Museum 
Modern Art 1940-41, receiving two first prizes. Their 
designs proposed for the first time the use molded plywood 
forms for chairs fit the human body. The jury, awarding 
the prizes, decided that these designs were possible construct, 
although nobody, including the technical experts present, had 
any very exact idea just how might done. 

the terms the competition, winning designs were 
produced and offered for sale. The next step, therefore, was 
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actual pieces from these drawings. was this point that 
great gaps the established processes furniture manufac- 
ture began appear. Since furniture plant could found 
which had ever considered the use molded explo- 
ration started other industries, and firm was found which 
undertook the job. basic reason for the wood shell idea was 
the belief that would very easy and very cheap stamp 
press them out quantity. actuality, turned out that 
there was economical way doing this, and chance 
experiment. Despite the difficulties, small number plywood 
shells for several types chairs were actually made, but 
great expense. This was way solution terms mass 
production intended. Each shape required expensive 
mold, and the plywood shells which emerged were 
imperfect that some had rejected: others the wood 
surface had covered with fabric. 


was not only really advanced technical problems like 
molding plywood that the difficulties appeared, however. 
Various designs called for upholstery fabric applied 
the plywood shell without hiding the joint and without getting 
involved such clumsy details the use upholstery tacks. 
Eames said. assumed that for such 
must least ten simple standard techniques which the 
furniture industry must have developed years ago. and which 
could found page 793 some Furniture Makers’ hand- 
book Standard Practice. the effort manufacture the 
furniture progressed, became painfully apparent that the 
industry not only had ready solution for such details, but 
work one out satisfactorily and was not very much 
concerned about trying. There had always been ways 
avoiding such embarrassing issues. Furthermore, the whole 
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and meetings different materials came up, became clear 
how extremely little thought had gone into these important 
elements furniture design. Preoccupied with minor ad- 
justments exterior appearance and “styling,” manufacturers 
were using essentially the same joints and structures that had 
been standard for centuries. you doubt this, depart- 
ment store and look the underside some the tables and 
chairs built 1946. You will see what clumsy antiquarian tech- 
niques are hidden under the slick surfaces. Structural inepti- 
tude has been all too easy cover up. 

The result the competition effort was that new conception 
had been established, few expensive pieces had been made, 
and some excellent ideas set motion. The effort find 
way producing such furniture cheaply and quantity had 
failed for the time being. What had been accomplished was 
not hundredth part what Eames has achieved between 
that time and the present. 

was this point that Eames moved the west coast and 
started work for movie company. Convinced that the prob- 
lems the furniture program were actually soluble, decided 


experiment. Furtively and night, avoid the 
wrath, Charles Eames and his wife, Ray Eames, began smug- 
gling structural lumber into their hillside 


the nocturnal hammering and sawing, and the puffing the 
bicycle pump, Eames found that could make very clean- 
surfaced three dimensional forms using thin sheets wood 
veneer laid thicknesses the variation which also 
could control. this time the United States was war, and 
Eames turned his attention developing traction splints 
his new system. This was interesting problem, and related 
the chairs problem making three dimensional form 
fit the human body. The traction splint which devel- 
oped was light, strong, easily stacked for shipping, and simple 
apply under field Thousands them were used 
the Navy. his skill increased, began making other 
items for wartime use, including molded leading-edge sections 
for training planes, and parts for army gliders. this way. 
learning worked, and inventing went along, 
developed the tools which made his molds possible, and 
evolved his own techniques for doing economically what had 
been impossible before. the making furniture from the 
competition designs, the factory had used precision tools, but 
had produced results which were far from precise. Now, 
Eames puts it, had devised way doing precision work 
without precision tools. The difference, explained, was 
like this: you have ordinary tumbler and wish close 
the open top, one way take very accurate measurement 
the interior size the opening, and machine part 
which will exactly fit into it, thus sealing the opening. This 
would somewhat expensive, and there still might leaks. 
Another way the same job hold your hand over 
the tumbler’s mouth. Eames’ process for making molded ply- 
wood has this same basically simple 

Toward the end the war years, while Eames was engaged 
primarily making splints and aircraft parts, connection 
was made with the Evans Products Company. the Molded 
Plywood Division this organization, Eames was able 
carry on, well equipped shop, his design and technical 
experimentation which has led the creation the present 
group furniture. also through the Evans Products 
Company that the large scale production and distribution 
these pieces will undertaken. 

successful combining forces large established 
company and progressive designer almost unique this 
country. Usually company’s natural page 
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conservatism has dominated the designer’s desire realize 
fully his conception, resulting unfortunate and unneces- 
sary compromise. tribute the intelligence, vision, 
and enthusiasm Edward Evans, Jr., president the Evans 
Products Company, that Eames’ designs are produced 
without any loss quality character. only through 
such understanding the fine industrial designer the 
modern executive that real progress can made producing 
design for use. 

The method which Eames invented important not only 
economical way producing molded forms rapidly and 
quantity production; also gave him the means for easily 
making many design experiments. Without any very great 
investment elaborate and expensive tools jigs, could 
try out many different forms, modulating contours, revising 
thicknesses, and finally arriving the forms which wanted.

For Eames first all designer, and his technical innova- 
tions were tools for design, well methods for manufacture. 
This achievement molding was only the first number 
innovations which Eames has introduced furniture mak- 
ing. Another shock mounting. All the pioneer designers 
modern furniture have been occupied with trying make chairs 
which will move flex the sitter adjusts his position. 
cant progress was made along these lines such men Mies 
van der Rohe, and Bruer. Eames has carried this idea 
farther. His molded plywood chair parts are flexible them- 
selves some This flexing then increased the use 
rubber shock mounts connecting all the parts each other. 
themselves shock mounts are not new. The mounting 
engines rubber blocks reduce vibration has long been 
standard practice automobiles and aircraft, but this the 
first time that has been used chairs. Eames’ pieces, 
this mount thick rubber disc which used between the 
various chair parts where they are joined. make firm 
connection between these rubber mounts and the parts the 
chair posed still another new problem. Here Eames borrowed 
technique which had been highly developed wartime indus- 
tries. Instead attempting attach the chair back, rubber 
mount, and wood frame each other bolts any usual 
cementing system, process called Cycleweld was used. this, 
sheet synthetic resin placed between parts joined. 
special electronic instrument then transmits heat radio 
wave directly the resin, which “cures” bonds the parts 
each other without injuriously heating the wood. The process 
requires only few seconds, and gives permanent waterproof 
joint, which actually stronger than the wood This weld- 
ing process versatile that can used join almost any 
two materials, and offers many important advantages. First. 
can used the adhesive bond the various laminations 
the plywood itself, giving finished piece which the 
plies will never separate, and which may subjected 
extreme conditions heat and moisture. Second, the speed 
and precision the operation makes important technique 
for Third, when used this furniture 
attach chair parts shock mounts, distributes stresses over 
the total area the mount rather than letting the entire load 
concentrated single point, which the case where 
bolt used, for example. Finally, solves for the first time 
the difficult problem making neat and permanent con- 
nection between upholstery material and wood, which becomes 
another cleanly articulated detail these chairs. Where, 
chair seat, foam rubber pad covered fabric leather, 
this covering material brought the edge the plywood 
just were another ply, and bonded there without 
covering the expressive plywood edge. 

This electronic welding has also been used structurally 
Eames’ benches and tables. all these pieces, the legs are 
detachable. This not new idea. Table legs have often been 
made bolt the frame the table top that they were 
removable. There were usually difficulties with this system, 
since any slight variation the bolt holes gave slight vari- 
ations leg angles, and resulted wobbly tables where 
perhaps only three out four legs touched the ground. This 
was shortcoming due insufficient precision. the 
Eames pieces, these joints are handled with the same precision 
that one finds the aircraft industry, where there can 
approximations the way wing fitting attaches fuselage. 
The joint and table top made through exactly 
mated metal fittings. The critical point occurs the precision 
the attachment these fittings the table top and the 
leg. means the Cycleweld process, this can done 
quickly and accurately jig which allows deviations. 


The fittings leg and table top are then bolted together with 
self-locking aircraft bolts. 

The precision this operation typical the entire pro- 
duction process; another aspect it, standardization 
similar parts has been accomplished the point complete 
interchangeability. This has many usefuly aspects. Similar 
parts can stacked nested for shipping storage, and 
when the chairs are assembled the distributor, any seat and 
any back will fit any frame. This not only simplifies greatly 
the problems handling, shipping, and assembly, but actually 
helps keep the retail cost the furniture down, since becomes 
more compact for shipment and thus reduces the freight cost 
per chair. 

The group includes pieces for both indoor and outdoor use, 
though indeed they are interchangeable. This made possible 
the fact that all wood parts have been treated with 
resinous impregnation which has two chief effects. First 
makes the wood completely weatherproof. Chairs and ‘tables 
may left outdoors the stiffest climate from Labor Day till 
Easter, and may washed down with the garden hose nightly 
you wish. This impregnation also has the effect hardening 
the wood surface that becomes much more resistant 
scratches and dents. All the metal parts are also weatherproof, 
having chrome cadmium plating which impervious 
weather. These metal parts may eventually made 
stainless steel. 

Another type impregnation has been used most effectively 
some pieces. This the use brilliant dyes, also weather 
and alcohol proof, with which the wood has been stained 
deeply and permanently. These bright reds, yellows, and blues 
penetrate the wood plies and give stunning effect but not 
cover blur any way the natural character surface 
markings the wood. 

The case pieces are based modular system and advantage 
has been taken all the new techniques their manufacture. 
few new tricks have been added here, such the decorative 
box-jointed corners, and the molded drawers metal tracks. 
This unit design probably the simplest and most flexible yet 
devised well the best appearance. The unit cases are 
simply placed low benches which lift them off the floor. 
The benches are made several lengths and there limit 
the number different combinations which may made 
with the units. Since the cases may built beside 
top each other without any mechanical connection, the 
system becomes utterly simple. They provide perfect comple- 
ment the various chairs. 

The enthusiasm which Eames’ furniture has aroused through its 
first showings and through publication has been equalled only 
the impatience the public, which ready buy much 
can turned out. are all eagerly awaiting its 
appearance.

Both conservative and “modern” have long recognized the 
separation art from healthy integration the community. 
Its non-functioning can scarcely denied, nor can the need for 
art part life ignored. But can ari integrated into the 
present philosophy life and retain its true nature? 

The history the modern movement has placed special emphasis 
the close relationship “modern art” Twentieth Century 
“advanced its early and revolutionary period there was 
perhaps good cause assume this identification. But the Twentieth 
Century becomes recognized for what is, rather than what pur- 
ports be, so-called modern art revealed nurturing the same 
corrupiions the age seeks reflect. must either suffer from 
contradition compromise. both. Art not machine. Art 
not science (though may incorporate science). Art not instru- 
ment destruction. Why should the artist identify himself with 
them? How meager art which does not envision its true nature! 
The “spirit the Twentieth Century” has reduced art, like man, 
thing. Protagonists “modern art” explain: “It has meaning— 
just color, lines.” But art does have 
meaning—profound meaning. Art form Knowledge, not just 
pastime. 

wonder there real participation art today. With 
meaning life largely absent, how can there meaning ari? 
Man nature not mental cripple. The widespread neurosis 
modern man index this age—the result cause—a viola- 
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tion that which natural man human being. Without 
naming what this violation is, the evidence hand today 
should know there omission—a grave omission—in our philos- 
ophy life. 

Insofar attempt integrate art with our time—a time chaos 
and corruption—we are guilty supporting evil. must 
look closer the implications ideology whose goal 
streamlined art fit streamlined age. The radicalism art 
the first two decades this century longer exists. When “modern 
art” becomes stylish, very nearly today, may sure that 
longer contains that for which its struggled. Perhaps 
those early men did not fully understand the implications their 
search, but least they were aware ideal which rejected 
the academy, the ruling classes. the state, 
dehumanized science. What happened modern art Russia, 
Germany? Let not fool ourselves that has not happened here. 
The only positive position time like the present one 
rejection all the values which have led the abyss. 
sure, few can assume such devotion principle the 
edge that separation from the dominant forces will mean “isolation,” 
loss “recognition,” opportunity for “success.” But there 
choice made, else the artist will committed state 
schizophrenia along with the majority the world’s inhabitants 
today. Art not these things which dominate contemporary 
civilization. The artist must adhere his function (the true function 
all men) whatever the cost. fight losing battle effort 
become acceptable the adherents philosophy which makes 
man something less than human.—GRACE
